Last night in tho nail received her 2 for Mrs • Marina Osv.alcJ thau was 
delivered by the post office, thoro was a latter to Lee Harvey Oswald aduresc 
to him at tho Y.-il Office, Dallas, Texas, U.5.A., postmarked, Havana, Cubs, 
November 23, 1963. 

Latter in Spanish is dated Havana, 10 November 1963, addressed to Leo 
Harvey Oswald. Contents of letter follows* 

"Friend Lee: 

Once again I write you since the last time wo ss.. each other 
in Miami, You took the books in Spanishto the hotel ar.i I hardly 
have any, I will tell you that the ^nr plans to visit there soon 
ar.d you should close the business as soon as possible, as I ynli 

before. land in Miami, I recommend much prudence and do not d'> any n- 

ness with the silver I gave you. I trust you will n. t defrau.1 m* 
and that our dreams will bo realized. After the business I will 
r^cc i-ond you highly to tho Chief, who certainly will bo very .oh 
interested in knocking you as they need men like you. I told 
you could put out a candle at 5c meters ar.d he did not bolia/s. me, 

~^t I made him believe because I saw you with my own eyes 2 nd the 
h.ief was as ton is lied. Well Lee, practice your Spanish well for when 
you some to Havana, as this is the land of liberty, of beautiful 
. mor. and rich Havana tobacco. Don't forgot to do all that I tolci 
, ou the letter and do not loave anything that can be traced, OwC., 
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and v/hen you receive my letters destroy them as always. After the 
business , I will send you silver and we shall sea each other here 
at Miami at the usual place*
